A STRAY BALL KILLS “THE SHERIFF 
A Regular Battle at a “choo! Election -Ano 
Incendiary Speech the Cause of the 
Trouble—The People Excited. 
Memurnuis, May 10.—[Special, }~An election 
for school commissioner, held at Forest City, 
St. Fraucis county, Ark., yesterday afternoon, 
broke up in a row that resulted in the death 
ef three citizens—-Sheriff B. M. Wilson, Dep- 
uty County Court Clerk Tom Parson and 
Town Marshall Frank Folbre. The aflray 
grew out of the bitterness that was aroused in 
the county by the state election last Septem- 
ber. A number of white 
negroes and put out a-fusion ticket, headed 
with the name of Norwood as representative 
and Wheeler as candidate for governor. Op- 
posed to them was the great majority of the 
whites, who supported the straight democrat 
ticket. Theambushing of asquad of demo- 
crats guarding a baliot box on the night of the 

election,

and the county has ever since been on the 
verge of a bloody encounter between the 
opposing parties. All the bad passions that 
ran riot then were revived by the election for 
school: commissioners, which oceurred yeater- 
day. Wilson and Marshal Folbre belonged to 
the democrats and Parham and his father the 
fusion side. 

A large number of negroes were assembled 
at the ;olls under the Parham banner and the 
white democrats were there under the leader- 
ship of Wilson. Both parties were ‘‘tixed”’ 
for a ftight—that is the whites were. The 
negroes, it appears, took no active interest in 
affairs. About 2 p. m. Tom Parbam and 
Folbre engaged in a wordy combat, but no 
weapons were drawn. Folbre turned away 
and was standing with his back toward Par- 
ham, when the latter drew a pistol and fired 
at him The shot struck Folbre behind the 
ear, and he dropped fumbling at his own 
pistol. We finally succeeded in getting it out 
and dying, though he was, steadied himself 

AS HK LAY ON THE GROUND 

and fired two shots at his antagonist, hitting 
him in the left breast. One of the bullets 
yierced Parham’s heart and he fell dead. 
Folbr: expired-a moment later, AS sO00n as 
the first shot was fired the white menon both 
sides drew pistols and a general firing ensued. 
The necroes scattered, and so did the more 
timid of the whites who had no part in the 
fight. Others, however, interfered and dis- 
armed the combatants, when it was found 
that Sheriff Wilson was He had been 
shot during the melec—by whom no 
knev feur other men were wounded, 
among them John Parham, a prominent poli- 
tician and fatherof Tom Parham. He 
shot in h other. being a 
wooden one. Itis understood that none of 
the wounded are fatally shot. At last accounts 
Forest City was quite on the surface, but an- 
other encounter between the opposing factions 
was feared, A prominent negro, named In- 
gram, was given thirty minutes in which to 
leave, and sevéral other negroes were ordered 
to emiszrate.

Another Account. 

Lirrie Rock, Ark,, May 18.—A special to 
the G zette Forest City, Ark., says: 
This city was borrified this afternoon by the 
most terrible tragedy in the history of the 
county, resulting in the death of three good 
citizens 

For several days past excitement has 
high over the school election, and 
Neely and G. W. Ingrain, both corored, have 
been making incendiary speeches, advocating 
the ousting of thie wlhiites from the 
control of school affairs. Neely has 
disturbing element in the _ poli- 
this county for some tiie, -hav- 
ing almost absolute control of the negroes. 
Today a large crowd assembled at the junc- 
tion of Washington and Front streets, in the 
Vicinity of the polls. As near as can be 
learned, it seems Neely had a fight witha 
White man and was knocked down by a 
bystander He then ran to Captain 
Jobn . Parham for protection. Mar- 
shai F. M Folbre interfered and 

COMMANDED THI PEACH, 

Thomas H. Patham, son of John Parham, 
heard the disturbance, and came running down 
clerk’s oftice where he 
is employed as deputy, With a pistol in his 
hand. lite saw the marshal and his father in 
close proximity to each other, taking excitedly, 
raise: the pis sto) and fired, the ball striking Fol- 
bre in the back of the head. In falling Folbre 
and tired two sbotgs. Toin 
fell mortally wounded and died 
inashort time, falllmg to the § sidewalk. 
Sheriff D. M. Wilson came running to thre 
scene, when a stray ball struck him, piercing 
his heart, killing him instantly. His only 
words were: ‘‘Lam adead man.”’ It is sup- 
posed a ball from Neely’s pistol killed Sheriff 

Vilson. Captain John Parham 1s thought to 
be wounded, but refuses to allow the wound 
to be examined.

THE PROL LE M SOLVED, 
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Corporal Tanner Understands liow to Re- 
duce the Surplus, 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—/{ Special. 
Commissioner Tanner's generous 
ment of the pension office is begining to tell 
in figures. The appropriations for the 1 
ment of pensions for the fiscal year 1558-9 was 
287,758,200, and that it was believed to be 
ample was shown by the fact that congress ap- 
propriated the same for the payment of pen- 
sions for the years 1880-00. Just how he has 
managed to get rid of money so rapidly, does 
not appear, but the withdrawal yesterday of 
about $11,000,000 to pay pensions duc, leaves 
only about £500,000 of the appropriation for 
the fiscal year to mect the expenditure in 
June, which will searcely be covered by 
$500,000, They were $700,000 in June, 1886, 
more that $2,000,000 in 1587, when the total 
outlay for pensions had reached $75,000,000, 
and about $3,000,000 in June, 1888. 

An ofiicerof the treasury, who 
looking over the figures today, said it looked 
as if the pension’ office would spend about 
£105,000,000 before the close of the fiscal year. 
That amount will not be available out of the 
current appropriation, and there may be some 
delay until the appropriation for 1889-00 be- 
comes available in July. 

If the same rate of increase is maintained 
in the next fiscal year Congress will be called 
upon to pass a large deficiency bill for pen- 
sions. 

As Commissioner Tanner andthe pension 
attorneys have little use fora surplus, except 
toturn itinto large pensions and incidental 
fees for the attorneys who procure 
them, they will doubtless be liailed as benefac- 
tors by those politicians who are anxious to 
find reasons for maintaining high taxes in the 
name Of American industry. 
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Will Not Make Contracts for 
Seed Delivery. 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 19.—[Special.]—Your 
correspondent today hada speci.ul interview 
with L. L. Polk, vice-presideit of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance, who returne:. here today 
from the conference of the Alliance and the 
Wheel at Birmingham. Ala. Colonel Polk 
says that there was some things done at the 
conference Which have not until now been 
made public. The result of the conference 
was that the alliance had formally declared 
that it would use only bagging made of cotton 
to cover cotton bales. It was also decided to 
give special notice to all members of the alli- 
ance to sell no cotton seed, of the present crop, 
for less than twenty cents per bushel, and not 
to ynake any contracts for the 

SALE OF ANY: COTTON SEED 
ofthe coming crop until advised to 
This is directed at the cotton oil trust. 

The ghird matter which was arranged was 
for the supplying of all alliances with sclioo! 
books and stationery at special prices. It was 
discovered that there isa trust composed of 
book publishers and dealers, and this action 
was an attack upon this particular combina- 
tion, which, it was found, was puttinga big 
profit upon its goods. 

Colonel Polk says it has been stated that the 
vote on use of cotton as a covering for eotton 
was not unanimous. He says this is false. 
Upon a call of the states, each delegate voted 
for it, and afterwards, to make the decision 
more emphatic, the convention, as a whole, 
voted forit unanimously in a rising vote, 
amid much enthusiasm. This is not an act of 
resenfment, prompted by a feeling of anger on 
the part of the alliance, but it is the laying of 
a foundation of a of manufactures 
which

mills, rated by’southern men. The action 
of the bagging trust in jumping upon the alli- 
ance has opened the eyes of the southern farm- 
ers. There will bean ample supply of bag 
ging for the use of the million members of the 
alliance, and whatever affects that great order 
affects all the other farmers. All these mat- 
ters were thoroughly discussed, and it was 
found, after the most careful investigation, 
that it will pay to use cotton as a coyering. It 
is the greatest movement ever inaugurated in 
the south, and no trust bagging will be sold or 
even handled. . The cotton is the cheapest 
textile, and the conference did not arrive at its 
definite conclusion until it was satisfied that 
it was the true policy to utilize it for this spe- 

cite purpose. 
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i FOUR MILES A MINUTE. 

A Machine to Convey Packages and People 
at that Late. 

New York, May 19.—A newscheme of 
transportation is to be introduced between 
New York and Boston; whereby, it is said, 
large packages of mail and even cars contain- 
ing passengers can be whisked from one 
place to another, @ distance of 200 miles, in 
than an hour. This would bee 
speed of four miles per minute. An experi- 
ment with the new machine was held yester- 
day in Baston in the presence of many scientists, 
including Professor A. E. Delbear, of Tafts 
collage, who announced that he was thoroughly 
satisfied of the success of the systeim. 

The nvVe nter, Jo hn G. Williams, is a Tresi- 
dent of this citv. His machine consists of a 
magnetic car hanging from a single rail, where 

astreak of electricity. With one 
power it is said that one ton can be thus 
‘ried a distance of 1,440 miles a day ata 
cents.

I don’t ‘know where Sher- 
man was in the days of ’48 and thereabouts, 
but I know that when were wanted at 
the front down in M¢ there Was a regi- 
ment of South Carolini: and they did 
good service.

FOUGHT UNDER TIIF PALMETTO FLAG! 

“‘As a matter of fact, wejdidn’t seeithe stars 
and stripes from the time we left Charleston 
until -we entered the City of Mexico. In those 
days wedidn’t think it was necessary for 
men to weara United Siates tlag on his coat- 
sleeve to prove his loyalty to his country, pro- 
vided he proved it by fighting. Nor was it re- 

garded necessary to prove one’s loyalty to the 
tlag by burning barns, destroying homesteads 
and hanging negroes up to the limbs of trees 
to make them tell where the family silver was 
hidden. Let me give you an incident, which 
can be yerified by the history of the Mexican 
War. 

‘“‘As I have aiready said, the Palmetto regi- 
mént, which served through that war, didn’t 
carry the stars and stripes. ‘hey had a plain 
Palimetio flag, presented to them just before 
they went to the front. At Chapultepec there 
was a hitch somewhere. I don’t want to say 
who is to blame, but the troops who were at 
the front, and who had the stars and stripes 
with them, didn’t move on as promptly as the 
commanding officer desired. So that officer 
sent word to Gladden to move his regiment, 
the Palmetto, to the front. and 
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THE WALLS. 
“The order was gtven, and the ‘armed mob,’ 
with the Palmetto flag at its- head, marehed 
up, passed the advance troops who were lying 
in the trenches with the stars and stripes, and 
with a yell and arush, captured the fortress 
and planted the Palmetto flag on its battle- 
ments. The troops with the stars and stripes 
came up later. Then we pushed forward to 
the City of Mexico, leaving the stars and 
stripes; which had come up later, flying over 
C haparenec 
“The Paine to rep rahe, were in advance 
when the City of Mexico surrendered, and I 
remember the incident. General Quitman, 
who was in command, called upon us for the 
national colors. We didn’t have them. He 
was told that they had been left behind at 
Chapultepec. Il wasthere at the time with 
our old Palmetto flag, and said to him that the 
only national Jag we had had been left behind 


at Chapultepec. 

‘* ‘Here,’ said I, ‘is the Palmetto flag, and I 
expect it will do till you can get the national 
colors.’ 

“The general took the flag and planted it on 
the walls. It wasthe first that waved 
over the City of Mexico after its capture.”’

Lynch, colored, of 
Natchez, to be fourth auditor of the treasury, 
while it had been expected, only emphasizes 
whatscems to be the policy of Harrison’s ad- 
ministration as regards the patronage to be 
accorded Mississippi. The only other appoint- 
ment from this state to an important office out 
of the state went to a negro, J. J. Spellman, of 
this city, who goes as special agent of the in- 
terior department to Dakota.

CHARLESTON, May Bae tyre sae ne- 
gro bobbed up serene®® again today in St 
Philip’s Episcopal church.

Several Accidents to Vessels Off New York 
Harbor. 

New York, May I?.—A unumber of acci- 
dents to shipping, caused by the thick fog yes- 
terday, were reported today. Two pilots were 
lost by the cutting down of pilot boat No. 5, 
the Charlotte Webb, by ths French steamer 
La Normandie, bound out.

The American Delegates Having Their Own 
Way About Things 

Berwin, May 19.—[{[Copyright, 1889, by the 
New York Associated Press. |}—-The be st indi- 
cation that the Samoan conference is nearing 
a successtul close is found in the fact that the 
emperor has invited ail members to a reception 
at the Schloss on Monday. Only a few days 
ago the delagates were informed that an au- 
dience could not be given earlier that the 27th 
inst. The proceedings at yesterday’s sitting 
showed such progress toward an assured set- 
tlement on every point, that Prince Bismarck 
decided to expedite the reception. 

The National Gazette states that another 
plenary sitting will conclude the conference. 
The foreign oftiee, however, does not expect 
so speedy atermination. The committee on 
the form of government will present an 
amended report Taesday. The same sitting 
will hear parts of a protocol prepared on laud 
tenure and the municipal administration of 
Apia. In view of the detailed work remain- 
ing to be disposed of, two more plenary sittings 
appear to be inevitable. 

Lie sutenant Buckingham has received sum- 
mons on Official business in London, and will 
leave Tucsday. He will be replaced on the 
conference by Mr. Crosby. second secretary of 
the American legation. Mr. Crowe will re- 
turn to his post at the English embassy in 
Paris on the 24th instant. Sir Edward Malet, 
British ambassador, will entertain delegates 
before Mr. Crowe's departure. Count Herbert 
Lismarck wiil give a grand banquet at the 
close of the conference. 

The —— impatient at the delay in 
bringing about peace between the miners and

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OPPOSED TO THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE,’ 


Italian Statesmen Say King Humbert’s Re 
ception Will Ilave Little Effect. _ 
Lonpon, May 19.—Leading statesmen and 
politicians who have recently made a tour of 
Italy state that however brilliant the recep» 
tion to King Humbert by Emperor William 
may be, it will have little or no effect im 
checking thestrong feeling which has set in 
among the Italian people against the German 
alliance. All the financial evils which now 
threaten Italy are laid at the door of the triple 
alliance, and popular discontent at the Ger 
man yoke is so rapidly increasing that the fall 
of the new Crispi cabinet and the advent ofa 
pro-French ministry are now freely predicted. 
No doubt the price offered to Italy for the 
huge sacrifices she is now making is yousid- 
erable. 

Inreturn for her active co-operation with 
Germany and Austro-Hungary inan eventual 
war with France and Russia, it ig 
believed that Nice and Savoy are 
the reward on one side and the Trentino on the 
other, though it is difficult to believe that the 
Hapsburgs will ever voluntarily consent to 
the surrender of the city of Trent itself. Bu 
meantime the promised ac quisitions shea 
remain remote and yisionary, while beggary 
within her doors stares Italy in the face. 

The fortune of war is never certain, but it is 
highly probable that, even in the event of the 
final nasi pet of the three allied powers, # 
large part of the Italian coast would for some 
time be at the mercy of the French fleet. Dee 
spite their colossal ironclads it is very doubt- 
ful, inthe event of war with France, if the 
Italians will be able to cope with the French 
navy. The loss of a single naval engagement 
at the outbreak of war would entail the anni- 
hilation of the Italian plan of mobilization. 
The sincere believers in national freedom are 
disgusted at a secret compact concluded with 
reactionary and repressive elements, and by 
which the rising liberties of the Balkan states 
are deliberately sacrificed to Hapsburg land 
hunger. 
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A FAST s'TEAMER. 


The Augusta Victoria Crosses the Atlantic is 
Right Days. 

New York, May 19.—The new twin screw 
steamer of the Hamburg packet line, the Au- 
gusta Victoria, named after the empress of 
Germany, has just completed the most ree 
markable, because the fastest first trip ever 
made across the Atlantic by steamer. She 
brought forty-five cabin passengers and 74 im- 
migrants. The new racer made the voyage 
from Hamburg to New York, a distance of 
3,048 miles, in eight days and one hour. She 
covered the distance from Southampton to 
Sandy Hook inseven days,two hours and 
thirty minutes, an equivalent of six days and 
two hours from Fastnet to New York. Takin 
off four hours which the steamer was itenel 
on the I7th and Isth, because of heated jours 
nals, and the actual time between Fastnot and 
Sandy Hook lightship would be five days, 
twenty-two hours and thirty minutes, or better 
than the great voyage of the new ocean grey- 
hound, the City of Paris. Her best run, 474 
knots, was made on the ltth. The Augusta 
Victoria is 460 feet long, 56 feet wide and 38 
feet deep. Her engines dovelop 12,500 horse 
power, with a displacement of 10,000 tons. All 
her machinery is in duplicate and the steamer 
has two keels also, separated the entire length 
by a water-tight partition.

The city of Debir was the Boston of antiq- | 


uity—a great place for brain and books. Caleb 
wanted it, and he offered his daughter Achsah 
a3 4 prize to any one who would capture that 
city. It was astrange thing for Caleb to do; 
and yet the man that could take the city 
would have, at any rate, two elements of 
manhood—bravery and patriovism. With Ca- 
leb’s daughter asa prize to fight for, General 
Othniel rode into the battle. The gates of De- 
bir were thundered into the dust, and the city 
of books lay at the feet of the conquerors. The 
work done, Othniel comes back to claim his 
bride. Having conquered ihe city, it is no 
great job for him to conquer the girl’s heart; 
for, however faint-hearted a woman herself 
may be, she always loves courage inaman. I 
never saw an exception to that. The wedding 
festivity having gone by, Othniel and Achsah 
are about to goto their new home. However 
loudly the cymbals may clash and the laugh- 
ter ring, parents are always sad when a fondly 
cherished daughter goes off to stay: and Ach- 
sah, the daughter of Caleb, knows that now is 
the time to ask almost anything: she wants of 
her father.

Hogarth, 
at the very height of his artistic triumph, is 
stung almost to death with chagrin because 
the painting he had dedicated to the king does 
not seem to-be acceptable, for George II cries 
out: ‘*Who is this Hogarth? Take his 
trumpery out of mv presence.” Brinsley 
Sheridan thrilled the earth with his eloquence, 
but had for his last words, “I am absolutely 
undone.’’ Walter Scott, fumbling around 
the inkstand, trying to write, says to his 
daughter, ‘Oh, take me back tomy room; 
there isno rest for Sir Walter but in the 
grave.”’ Stephen Girard, the wealthiest man 
in his day, or, at any rate, only second in 
wealth, says: ‘‘I live the life of a galley slave; 
when I arise in the morning my one effort is 
to work so hard that I can sleep when it gets 
to be night.’’ Charles Lamb, applauded of all 
the worid, in the very midst of his literary 
triumph, says: ‘Do you remember, Bridget, 
when we used to laugh from the shilling gal- 
lery at the play? There are now no good 
plays to laugh at from the boxes.” But why 
gosofarasthat? I used to go no further 
than your street to find an illustration of what 
I am saying.

I wish I could make you understand the joy 
re.igion istosome of us.

With two feet upon a chair and bursting with 
dropsies, 1 heard an old man in the poor house 
“Bless the Lord, oh my soul!” I 
looked around and said: ‘‘What hasthis man 
got to thank God for?” It makes the lame 
man ieap like the hart, and the dumb sing. 
They Say thatthe old Puritan religion is a 
juiceless and joyless religion ; but I remember 
reading of Dr. Goodwin, the celebrated Puri- 
tan, who in his last moments said: “Is this 
dying? Why; my bow abidesin strength! I 
ain swallowed up in God.’ “Her ways are 
ways of pleasantness, and all her paths are 
peace * Oh, you who have been trying to 
Satisfy yourselves with the “south land” of this 
world, do you not feel that you would, this 
morning, jike to have access to the nether 
springs of spiritual comfort ?

Why take the 
trouble of going back again to that old world?

Bujtas people 
who cannot afford to pay for an entertainment 
sometimes come around it and look through 
the door ajar, or through. the openings in the 
fence, s0 we come and look through the crev- 
ices in that good land which God has provided 
forus.

“The Lamb which is in the midst of the 
throne shall lead them to living fountains of 
water.’’ Oh, Savior divine, roli in upon our 
souls one of those anticipated raptures! Pour 
around the roots of the parched tongue one 
drop of that liquid life! Toss before our vision 
those fountains of God, rainbowed with eter- 
nai victory. Hear it. They are never sick 
there; notso much as a headache, or twinge 
rheumatic, or thrust neuralgic. The inhabit- 
ant never says: “Iam sick.’”’ They are never 
tired there. Flight to farthest world is only 
the play of a holiday. They never sin there. 
It is as easy for them to be holy as it is for us 
tosin. They never die there. You might go 
through all the outskirts of the great city 
and tind vot one place where the ground 
was broken for a grave.

Why Our Sympathy Is Not With It. 
Our esteemed mugwump contemporory,

We had no idea that our position in re- 
gard to the civil service abortion would 
receive the approval of the Boston Herald, 
nor any of the others of that class of polit- 
ical old maids. Such papers have taken 
the civil service crank to their bosom and 
have nursed jit with such continuous atten- 
tion that really they should not be held ac- 
countable for the ridiculous attitudé in 
which they are placed. 

If the civil service, as it is now conduct- 
ed, is a ‘“modern idea of progress,’’ then 
we admit that we are not up with the 
times. The only progress that we see in it 
is that by which the republican party is 
enabled to fasten its grip on the country.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, jn 
its weeisly review of the cotton’ movement, 
says that forthe week ending last Friday 
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evening, the total receipts have reached 15,- 
i bales, 22.411 bales last week 
id bo.é& i? bales the previous week: making 


: total receipts since the Ist of September, 
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1888. 5.453.668 bales,*agzainst 5,321,154 bales 
for Lue same period of 1587-3, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1888, of 131,914 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
44.539 bales, of which 32,859 were to Great 

1, 5,646 to France and 6,554 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 315,000 
bales. For immediate delivery the. total 
sales foot up this-eeek 7,819 bales, including 
2,005 for export, 4,824 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 111,000 bales. There has beena decrease 
in the cotton in sight of 70,0973 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1888, a de- 
crease of 257,640 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1887, and a de- 
erease of 253,339 bales as compared with 
ISRG, 

The old interior stocks have 
during the week 7,490 bales, and are 
807 bales less than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 6,422 bales less than the same week 
last year, and since September 1 the receipts 
at all the towns are 88,438 bales more than 
for the same time in 1887-83. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, E888, are 5,486,512 bales; 
in 1887-88 were 5,428,601 baies; in’ 1886-87 
were 5,175,331 bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
13,487 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 5,661 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the in-

15,268 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
opened the week under review with a 
hardening tendency, due to wuhfavorable 
crop accounts in the last Chronicle, the con- 
tinued drought over a large portion of the 
south, the very small movement of the cur- 
rent crop at the ports as well as at the inte- 
rior towns, and an upward tone to the Liv- 
erpool market, causing a demand to cover 
contracts. Ofa distinctive bull movement 
there was, however, little or none, and each 
small advanee was followed by a decline 
under selling to realize. 

Business fell off materially, the bulls say- 
ing that prices were too dear to justify oper- 
ations for a rise, while the bears felt little 
inclined, in view of the reduced movement 
and unfavorable crop accounts, to put out 
contracts for a decjine. 

Liverpool was feverishly unsettled, until 
Wednesday, when it made a smart advance, 
which met with but a feeble response on 
this side of the Atlantie. 

Thursday a slightly dearer opening was 
followed by a general decline under reports 
and prospects of rain at the south. 

Friday the speculation was dull, values 4 
little unsettled, and the close without de- 
cided change. 

Cotton on the spot mét with a good epin- 
ning demand and on Wednesday quotations 
were advanced I1-l6c. It was believed 


that in view of the greatly reduced stocks 


south, New England spinners are largely de- 
pendent on this market for such supplies as 
they may need. Friday there was a fair 
spinning demand at 11 1-l6c. for middling 
uplands. 

Telegraphic reports from the south indi- 
cate that, although rain has fallen in a few 
districts, as a rule dry weather has prevailed 
and cotton is beginning to suffer from lack 
of moisture.

A WORD ABOUT FRUIT. 


Organization of Growers Important—Can- 
ning Factories. 

Eprrors ConstiruTion: We are informed 
by the agricultural department that the fruit crop 
this season is the largest ever known, ‘This is true, 
especially of peaches. The question naturally pre- 
sents itself: How shall producers realize the most

profit from the frit? My experience would say: 
Sell all you can at the nearest home market. Should 
the home market be overstocked, shipping by ex~ 
press to distant citles would be our nextresort. I 
have found New York, Cincinnati, Louisville and 
Baltimore good markets, 

In shipping by express, a few rules must be taken 
into consideration: 1. The fruit must be first-class; 
as it will not pay to ship inferior fruit. 2. It must 
be packed at just the right stage of ripening, in 
order to be ripe on arrival atits destination. 3. It 
must be packed in neat packages, all inferior fruit 
> rejected. 4 Be very careful to sclect 
an honest comission merchant to 
sell it for you, One who will make 
rompt returns and keep you posted as to prices, 
tc. Inshipping by express remember thatthe ex- 
press company requires prepayment of freight. It 
is easy to see that a dishonestagent would pocket 
your shipment free of charge. This is suilicient 
reason for looking well to whom you make cousigns 
ments 

It sometimes happens thatin the packing season 
we have two or three rainy days, and @ great many 
of the peaches become too ripe for shipping. In 
that ease we depend on the home market and on 
canuing and drying. Speaking of canning fruit, 
why can we not getupanumber of ‘arge canning 
establishments in diflerent parig of the state to can 
fruit and vegetabies? 

Any quantity of fruit can be had in a number of 
localities in the state at reasonable prices. Now 
that we have cold storage rooms,I can see no reason 
why it shou!d not be a profitable invest ment. 

A large quantity of truit might be utilized 
by evaporating or drying. Small tamily dryers are 
not very expedsive and much fruit might be dried 
during the senson, regardless of the weather. By 
placing the.dryer under a shed, it could be opers 
ated nightand day. In localities where there ar 
large quantities of fruit, it might be profitable for 
several neighborsto club together and purchase 
one of the large evaporators, and as the saying is, 
‘run it for all itis worth,” 

I have always been under the impression, that 
in localities where there is much fruit grown, it 
would be well for tlre producers to all club together 
aud procure the services ofa competeut man in a 
shipping centre, for instance, Atlanta or Savannah, 
whose duty itshould be to give direetion to all 
fruitshipped. It should be his duty to keep posted 
every night by telegraph as to the state of the mar- 
kets in the different cities, so that he might be able 
the next day to ship to the best points, and to men 
who would make prompt returns. 
Ile should also furnish stencils 
for marking packages to all belonging to the club, 
aud keep each shipper posted asto what was being 
done with his fruit.’ By shipping in this way, losses 
would be very smalland would much more than 
pay the agent’s commission, for be would ship only 
to honest men, who would make prompt returns.

Foute was born in Dan- 
dridge, Jefferson county, Tennessee, and was 
for thirty-five years a practicing physician in 
Greene county, Tennessee. He was anum- 
berof years the physician of Andy Johuson, 
Ilis son Robert was educated for the navy, 
and fought inthe confederate navy. After- 
wards he wentto England when the confed- 
erate navy collapsed. After that he came 
back and remained in Kentucky. He then 
joined the ministry,and was for seventeen years 
rector of St. Philip’s church in Atlanta. 

When Rey. Mr. Foute came here the con- 
gregation was worshipping in the  lit- 
tle chapel now used as 2& Sun- 
day school building. Before he 
went away St. Philip’s church was built, and 
the congregation knew just such an eraof 
prosperity as 1t had never experienced before. 

Rev. Mr. Foute is a man of remarkable zeal 
and earnestness. When he preaches he 
preaches with all his might, and his prayers 
are oxtempore and have been spoken of as the 
most thrilling and heart-touching ever lis- 
tened to by an Atlanta congregation.

WAS BISHOP KILLED? 


WaASs 


MOTHER DECLARIES Wh 
JIURDERED. 
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She Denoune’s the Doctors Who Per- 
formed the Autepsy—She Wants to Have 
That Belief Put on the Coflin-Plate 

From the New York Herald. 

The dramatic death of mind-reader Wash- 
ington Bishop, aud the hasty autopsy which fol- 
lowed, with the grave questions it bas raised, were 
yesterday the talk of the town. 

There is general sympathy with Mrs. Bishop, the 
great mind reader’s mother, and with his wife. The 
wife isillin bed at the Hoffman house, and the 
mo her isinthe sume hotel greatly ngitated and 
suffering from nervous excitement She was surs 
rounded by a number of ladies, her friends, vesters 
day, and they did what they could to soothe her, 
but she is unable to eat, andis Hable to become as 
ill as her daughter-in-law. 

SHE CALLS THEM MURDERERS. 

For the doctors who performed the autopsy so 
soon afier the death and without a shadow of 
authority, Mrs. Bishop has but one term and that 
term is ‘“murderers.”’ She is as much convinced 
in her own mind that her son was literally butch» 
ered by surgeon’s saws and knives as she is that 
she is alive. 

She says that she herself is subject to trances and 
that her som inherited the tendency from her; that 
he would frequently lie for days to all appearances 
dead; that these attacks followed the exercie of his 
strange powers, and the he, knowing how lable he 
was to fall into sach a state, wa+ morbidly afraid of 
just what, she thinks, actually did happen io him— 
an autopsy while he was stiil alive. 

_ Mrs, Bishop sat propved up with pillows on a sofa 

in the Hoffman huuse yesterday afternoon and de- 

nounced the conduct of the doctors in terms which, 
alihough ladylike throughout, were as vigorous aS 
the English language supplies. 

MRS. BISHOP'S HOT INDIGNATION, 

“Yes, they murdered my poor boy,” she said; 
“deliberately murdered him in the Iinterust of 
science. It isan infamou#bdutrage, and I wiilnever 
stop until these who perpetrated it are punished. I 
have written to Coroner Levy and demanded an in- 
quest. I have engaged four eminent lawyers and I 
will have the matter brought before the grand jury, 
and if there isan indictment found 1 will have i¢ 
pressed if it takes everything I own in the world 
and I have to Crawl on my knees and beg. 

“It is not for myselfaloue lam doing this—it is 
for the protection of humanity from the repetition 
of such biutal crimes, Youor I or anybody may 
suffer as my son suffered, Dead or alive we may be 
sliced and sawed into bits in the intercst of science. 
Where isthe thing goingto end? At this pace it 
will get so that If a surgeon meets you on the street 
and thinks he sees any physical peculiarity about 
you, he will dissect you on the spot in the interes 
of science. < : 

‘‘My boy-was not dead. Nothing will convince me 
that he was dead; be was in a trance such us I have 
seen him in any number of times, and such as .I’ve 
been in myself. fe was not only alive, but keenly 
conscious of all that went on;and oh! I tell yon, 
sir, it almost makes me mad to think of his lying 
there helpless and speechless, paralyzed beyond all 
power of the stighest motion, and keowing whea 
that awfut saw was put to his head. Can anyvdody 
conceive of anything more horrible? It seems as 

hough I sheuid go frantie when [think of it. 
WILL PROSECUTE THE DOCTORS. 

“And why was there a!l thatindecent haste? Why 
did they not communicate with me or with his 
wife, who was living with me in my house in 
Philadelphia? We were not hard to find. Why 
did they not telegraph to me and ask my consent? 
Even supposing Irving was dead—whieh he was 
not—but even supposing he was, they had no right 
todo su@h a thine wituout leave or authority, 
Nothing shall stop me or turn me, I will pursue 
these men until they are punished,and I know the 
people wiil be with me for their dear ones 
ure as lable now to be mangled and mutilated as 
wasmine. Itistimethe intamy was stopped, and 
in the name of humanity I am going todo ail in my 
power to see that it is.’’ 

All this and very much more to the same purport 
the unhappy woman said yesterday, controlling 
herself for the most part pretty well, but with the 
tears seldom out of her eyes. She said that in addi. 
tion tothe lawyers she has telegraphed toan emi- 
nent scientist in Washington, who has alrealy ar- 
rived, and wii:l give his testimony when called 
upon. 

Dr. Irwin isa ccod deal disturbed over the notorle 
ety he has got in the case. 

*] dou’t know how much, ifany, of my practice I 
will have left when this is over,”’ he eaid last night 
“[ have been called a murderer and what not, 
until, when an acquaintance happeus to pass me 
without speaking, I feel as though Le was trying to 
cul me on account of my crimes. My entire time, 
since that night when Bishop died, hus been taken 
up with this affi'r, and J have bad to get other phye 
sicians to visit my patients, 

“That Bishop was dead there is no more doubt 
than that Lam sitting here. There was every ac 
tive indication of death—-the Jaw dropped, the body 
became cold, the eye was clazed and fell in, there 
was rigor mortis, and to'make awgy with all doubt 
nota drop of blood flowed under the knife. That 
is un infallible test. The head was the last part 
operated upon, 

“The polnt which the Herald makes on me as to 
the pena! code is a Sirong one, and | may be called 
upon to detend myselfi My defenseisthat I had 
heard Bishop during the ten years I have known 
him repeatedly speak ofan autopsy as beng the 
only thing which might reveal the nature of hig 
strange gifts, and I always supposed he wnnted an 
autopsy made, The reason it was done so soon was 
because delay wouid have made it useless, as the 
brain at once changes after death, 

A STORMY INTERVIEW. 

Dr. Irwin called to see Mrs. Bishonv yesterday 
forenoon, and she denounced him as the murderer 
ot ber son as vigorously to his face as she had when 
he was not present, Tbe interview was an unpleas- 
untone, and when the doctor left he declined to 
take Mrs. Bishop’s hand, which she extended to 
him. Hesaid heonly called because he had seen 
in the papers the statement that he feared to face 
the dead man’s mother. 

When the undertaker came at four o’clock in the 
afternoon he tried toinduce Mrs. Bishop tu have 
the funeral this afternoon. She would net yield, 
When he asked for the text for the coflin plate she 
wrote: 
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WASHINGTON IRVING BISHOP, 
Born March 4, 1856, 
MURDERED 
April 13, 1839.

She was persuaded with difficulty to change the 
“murdered” to ‘‘died.”’ 

. This is the letter Mrs. Bishop wrote to Coroner 
evy: 

“Dear Sir: I am of the belief, from my knowledge 
of previous attacks from which my son suffered, 
that the autopsy performed by Drs. Irwia and 
Furguson was uuwarranted. I therefore demand 
thata further examination be made with the view 
to determining whether my son was killed under 
the surgeon’s knife or died from catalepsy,

To this Coroner Levy responded in person. At 6 
o'clock he had along consultation at the Hoffman 
with Mrs. Bishop, and left saying he would s um- 
mon Drs. Irwin and Ferguson to appear beiore him 
at the coroner's office today at noon. On Monday 
he will hold an inquest, and will summon Dr. 
Allan McLane Hamilton and other experts two 
testify. 

Bishop's wife wasevidently offended +hat she 
had been so little consuited with regard to the 
funeral arrangements, but she said she was willing 
that they should take place as arranged. She is 
also anxious that there should bean inquest. She 
has employed Lawyers McCarthy and Burkley to 
look after her interests. Bishop is supposed to haye 
left ttle, if any. property. 

On Friday a wild rumor was current in New York 
to the effect that Bishop had been hazed by inm- 
bers of the Lambs club, where he died. It was even 
hinted that he was stood on his head, his body 
pierced with pins, and several other indignities 
oftered him, A reporter could not verify the rumor, 
as it was impossible tg find a single one of the gen- 
tlemen who had n present at the Lamta club 
when hedied. It is probable that the inquest wil} 
bring out the truth of this if there is any truth in it, 
as Coroner Levy has determined to subpoena ald 
who were present to testify at the inquest.

CHURCH CHIMES. 


DR. COFER PREACHES AT THE FIRST 
METHODIAST, 


A Pleasant Day and Large Congregations at All 
the Churches—Dr. Banting at the Central 
Presbyterian. : 


The pulpit of the First Methodist charch 
was occupied yesterday morning and evening 
by Rev. M. H. Cofer, Sunday-school agent of 
the conference. 

At both services Dr. Cofer delivered forcible 
and earnest serrhons. The evening sermon 
was a most interesting one, and was listened to 
by a large congregation. 

His talk was on the individual responsibility 
of Christians, and the duties they owed to 
their church and fellow men. 

He said that a church was like a vine- 
yard, and that the good and  zeal- 


ous members represented the fruitful trees, 
and the backsliders were the unfrvitful trees. 
The important question is, what kind of trees 
are we? Do our actions show that we are 
fruitful, and are multiplying our opportunities 
of doing good and leading some brother to the 
foot of the cross, or do we think that our duty 
is dono when we attend church, maybe once a 
week, and when we leave the building leave 
our Christianity behind us? Some men think 
it is a mighty small thing when a woman gets 
up in church and asks th at hee brothers and 
sisters pray for her child. But I tell you, God 
pays attention to it, and the prayer will 
surely be answered. Sometimes it is a 
long time off and perhaps some may have 
thought their prayers unheard, but the an- 
swer will surely come if we but have faith. 
Women are the most powerful aids the cause 
of Christianity has, and their infiuence is as a 
mighty wave of love, bearing down on us to 
bring us closer to the way of life and lead us 
to repentance. Weareall put here by ap- 
pointmentand not by accident. We are not 
following our different businesses even, by 
chance, but are planted, as it were, in our 
different stations, whatever they may be, for 
a divinely appointed purpose, just as a fig tree 
is planted to bear figs, We areall placed here 
as witnesfes for Christ, and the meetings 
here, morning and evening, are 
for fruit-bearing and strength- 
ening. We are placed in our relations of 
fathers, mothers, brothers and sisters to bear 
fruit, and all else is nothing in comparison to 
what will grow out of these relations. We 
ought to so govern our lives as to fulfill these 
high obligations, so that when the harvest 
comes the reaping may be great. The hand of 
God led youinto this chureh. You did not 
come by eh: ance, and you who have come ex 
pecting to while away an hour or so are but 
following the direction of the hidden hand of 
the Almi: ghiy. There is not! 41g which can 
compare with the power of Christ to save sin- 
ners, and yet there are some in this congrega- 
tion who are rejecting Him, and 
some probably who refusej.to believe 
on the son of David. The enemy of God has 
in captivity those who oughtto be in the 
church, and we should all consecrate our lives 
to the emancipation of our brothers and sisters 
who are loaded down with the fetters of sin. 
Christ triumphed over all temptation, and his 
followers will also triumph, but no man is 
fruitful in good works until God puts his spade 
in him and stirs him up, and awakens him to 
his responsibilities and duties to his fellow 
men. Every man who has another in bis em- 
ploy should take into consideration that he is 
placed in his relations to that man for higher 
purpose than to merely reap the 
profit of his labor. He is placed over 
him that the shadow of his example 
may fall across him and lead him to’ a better 
and higher life, and so are we all—all placed 
in our different business positions, not by 
chance, but by the hand of God, that we may 
seize the opportunities offered and use them in 
the proportion in which they have been show- 
ered upou us. There are men enough in this 
church to stir up the whole city of Atlanta, if 
they would only recognize the impertance oj 
bringing souls to Christ, and would go to work 
zealously and earnestly. We are here to bring 
others to Christ, and unless we do we are un- 
fruitful trees, and should be cut down.

At the First Presbyterian church yesterday 
morning and evening, Dr. Bunting preached 
two eloquent and earnest sermons.

The boys loved Dr, Bunting, for he was a 
brave, good man, and went with them where 
the bullets were thick, and helped the wounded 
and prayed with the dying in the thick of the 
fight.

Said the doctor in 
explanation of the text, Paul had from some cause 
failed to consummate a anan ised visit to the church 
at Corinth. On account of this failure he was 
charged by his enemies as being an unreliable man, 
ove who did not keep his promises, Thus are pub- 
lic men often criticised by men of small ec alifber— 
overlooking the great acts of thelr lives they 
jump on some little circumstance, without waiting 
for an explanation and condemn. The text shows 
how Paul metthe charge. It.roatters rot what his 
promises are, whether uye ornay. He is of little 
consequence; he will not stop to defend himself. 
Butthe ‘promises of God in Christ .are aye and 
amenu.’’ Youmay not trust me; it’s of little conse 
quence. But Ht of whom | preach you can trust. 
You can believe God. His promises you can rely 
on. How self-ignoring, how sublime the altitude 
of Paul. he would use his own buman failure to 
magnify his Ged. How we are taughta grand 
lesson. When men — our poor, feeble efforts, 
let us hold out the all-suiiictency of God, 

The gospel of Cl rist e* a promise. It is not 
a knowledge or a philosophy, though  phi- 
losophical, but a belief. Its efficacy does not des 
pend on cur knowledge but our faith. Abraham 
went torward in the strength of God’s promise, be- 
lieving what he did not understand. These prom- 
iges are for future Salvation.
